that the supreme court will decide 
against a rehearing of the income tax 
on Monday, when the matthr w ill 
come before them.

today an d if the judges are of the sam e 
opinion then as they w ere y esterd ay the 
petition will be denied, an d Chief J u s ­ 
tice F u lle r will m ake an announcem ent 
to th a t effect on the bench next M on­ 
day. 
It is well understood by m em bers 
of the court th a t the question will come 
before them again next O ctober in new 
eases from various p a rts of the country. 
T he circum stances • g r o u n d in g the re ­ 
cent decision of tis® ’c u rt are such as 
to w a r r a n t and enc'^grage tax p a y e rs in 
contesting the law fu rth e r in the courts. 
By next O ctober there is a probabil­ 
ity th ere will be a full bench of the S u ­ 
prem e court, for m em bers of the court 
a n d th e co u rt officials have recently re ­ 
ceived com m unications from Mr. J u s ­ 
tice Jackson, sta tin g th a t he hopes and 
expects to resum e his judicial duties 
w hen the court convenes next fall.
